Hews attention does naturally go to Ford and hie being an informant for the FBI although 
a member of the Commission. But £ see other interests. One is that so many of the Commission 
members did not want a nan like Olnsy as general counsel. (faul Booh followed this aspeot 
once we broke loose part* of tre'exaoutive session on this, with the nazes obliterated, 
and correctly guessed dlney’a was one of those names.) 

It la not froa the allegation of a "er.o man oowtlsaion" when the ohainan’a choice 
becomes chief counsel. That is normal practise. 

The transcript of that session refloats discussion so owhat less emphatic »h*n this 
says Ford says it wee. 

Hoover’s not# approving Ford's claim to not wanting any word of the FBI's report 
out lo no Boos oolf-oorvlng that Ford's because Hoover had already leaked the essence 
of that report a week earlier.
